1.  A study  has  been  consleted  of  the  Coast  Guard  negative  of  untoovn  aerial 
objects.  A full  report  to  describe  the  st^s  in  this  study  \fill  be  sent  to  you  in  a 
short  tiioe.  Until  it  is  cooipleted,  this  brief  sussnary  will  contain  the  findings  of 
the  Photo  Beconnaissance  laboratory. 

2«  The  central  point  in  question  is  the  apparent  brightness  of  the  4 objects 
coupled  with  the  total  absence  of  any  corresponding  hi^-^l^ts  or  reflections  of  these 
objects  from  the  automobiles  in  the  picture.  The  brightness  of  these  objects  would 
appear  to  be  of  the  same  order  of  magnitude  as  the  reflections  of  the  sun  in  the  chro- 
mium bumpers  and  trim  of  the  autoaobiles.  IZhis  is  indicated  by  the  inclosed  prints  in 
Series  A,  numberod  on  the  reverse  side  in  pencilt  and  representing:  A-1  is  normal 
print  63(posure  time,  A-2  is  double  this  e:tpo3ure  time,  A-3  is  four  times,  and  A-^^  is 
ei^^t  times.

3*  further  examination  of  the  Series  A prints  shows  no  trace  of  highlights  on 
the  automobiles  caused  by  the  objects.  All  bright  spots  that  can  be  seen  are  direct- 
ly related  to  the  sun,  which  is  to  the  rear  and  to  the  left  of  the  camera  position. 
There  are,  however,  surfaces  which  should  show  hi^hiir^ts,  eg,  the  auto  directly  under 
the  largest  object.  It  is  obviously  a fairly  new  car,  with  average  polish  to  the 
uaint.  Yet  nowhere  on  tl^ie  roof  is  any  suggestion  of  an  overhead  illumination  directly

similar  bright  line  should  be  seen  aoraev;here  on  the  top  of  the  car  5n  the  Series  A 
prints,  had  distant  bri^^t  objects  been  actually  located  as  indicated. 

5.  Series  B prints  chow  how  e^isy  it  Is  to  construct  a hoax  by  means  of  double 
exposure.  The  glowing  objects,  hovering  over  the  Photographic  Beconnaissf  nee  lab- 
oratory are  multiple  ei^osures  of  a slrrole  street  lamp,  stkichlon  type.  The  film 
was  multiply  exposed  at  ni^t,  vdth  a d^rk  view  field  surrounding  the  lamo.  Tl\e  day^ 
time  exposure  of  the  building  vas  ca.refully  oriented  to  nroduce  the  aerial  hovering 
effect.  However,  the  fraud  is  Indiaited  because  no  highl.tghte  ncy  be  seen  in  the 
auto  roofs.  (The  possibility  of  building  sliading  in  Series  D is  not  exlatent  in 
Series  A). 

6.  It  is  therefore  concluded  that  ttie  euthenticlty  of  the  yDictuxe,  taken  by  the 
Coast  Guard  photographer,  is  open  to  seriotis  doubt.

On  l6  July  19^2  a photograph  of  four  objects  vas  taken  by  the  USCO 
station  photographer  at  Salea,  Massachusetts.  Ihe  ;^otograph  vas 
submitted  to  ATXC  for  analysis  and  the  analysis  vas  con^Ietcd  on 
1 Aug  $2.  Analysis  vas  made  frc»i  the  original  negative  \Ailch  vas  returned 
to  the  Coast  Guard  at  their  request.  The  results  of  this  analysis  in- 
dl'-ated  that  the  ]^to  vas  a hoax.  Extensive  photographs  vere  token  under 
sliiilar  conditions.  Failure  of  the  light  source  to  cast  reflections  on 
the  hl^ly  polished  cars  belov  indicated  that  the  light  vas  not  outside 
and  it  vas  assumed  by  the  analyst  at  the  time,  that  the  photo  vas  a double 
es^oBure  and  for  this  reason  vas  a hoax.  A subsequent  examination  of  this 
photo  vas  made  In  October  I963  and  the  follovlng  analysis  is  indicated  as 
a more  probable  cause. 

The  photo  vas  taken  through  a vlndov  vlth  a Busch  Pressman  Camera 
(13$  MM  f4.7  Raptar  lens  vith  Rapax  shutter , loaded  vlth  Super  XX  cut 
film).  The  photographer  observed  several  lights  vhich  seemed  to  be 
vaverlng.  He  observed  the  lights  for  $ or  6 seconds  and  grabbed  the 
comerai  %hich  hod  been  on  a nearby  table.  The  focus  vas  adjusted  to  in- 
finity. The  photographer  pulled  the  slide  In  preparation  for  the  picture 
idien  he  noticed  that  the  lights  had  dimmed.  He  assumed  at  the  time  that 
the  object  he  sav  vas  a reflection.  He  ran  out  of  the  room  to  get  an 
additional  vltness^  and  upon  returning  noticed  that  the  ll^ts  \rere  again 
brilliant.  Vhen  they  vent  to  the  vlndov  -Uie  lights  vere  gone.  He  again 
stated  that  perhaps  some  sort  of  refraction  or  ground  reflection  could 
possibly  account  for  the  lights. 

The  following  points  are  deemed  pertinant  to  analysis.  The  camera  vas 
focused  on  infinity  and  the  picture  taken  throu^  a vlndov.  As  the 
vltness  approached  the  vlndov  the  objects  dinned,  as  he  returned  to  his 
point  of  initial  observation  and  at  the  second  observation  as  he  reentered 
the  room  the  ll^ts  vere  again  brilliant.  The  objects  as  photographed, 
appear  fuzzy  end  out  of  focus.  The  cars  and  buildings  outside  are  sharply 
o*itllned.  The  window  frame  inside  the  building  is  out  of  focus.  All  feur 
objects  have  the  same  outline  and  general  configuration,  in  spite  of  the 
blurring. 

Conclusion:  It  is  believed  that  the  photos  represent  light  reflections 

from  an  interior  source  (probably  the  ceiling  li^ts)  on  the  window 
throu^  >d:lch  the  photo  vas  taken.  With  the  camera  set  on  infinity  the 
window  would  be  more  out  of  focus  than  the  lights.  The  lights  would  still 
be  out  of  focus  since  the  distance  from  the  lights  to  the  t^ndov  and  back 
to  the  camera  lens  would  still  be  shorter  than  the  distance  required  for

The  eolor  temperature  of  the  lights  was  a high  number  of  Kelvin  degrees— 
extremely  brilliant  and  white.  They  seemed  to  be  wavering  but  I am  not 
certain  of  thia.  I observed  these  lights  for  possibly  5 or  6 seconds 
and  then  turned  to  a 4/5  Busch  Pressm^  Camera  (135  HM  P4.7  Raptar 
lens  with  a Rapax  shutter,  loaded  with  4/5  Super  XX  cut  film).

Ihe  lens  was  quite  dirty 
and  so  was  the  window  screen.  1 cannot  in  all  honesty  say  that  I saw  objects 
or  aircraft,  merely  some  manner  of  lights.
